For us it has been a disappointing 
weekend all round. We expected 
daughter and niece Betty Thursday 
night, but Betty dislocated her 
shoulder and something came up suv 
that daughter did not get here 
either.

There were no Easter bunnies 
around here either—but we did have

{1 wonder why it is that Easter, 
tore than any other season, recalls 
memories of home. Before | got 
up this ‘morning I was thinking 
back to other days, to my home in 
England, even before World War 1 
We seemed to have an accepted 
pattern for Easter weekend in those 
days, which hardly varied at all 
from one year to another, Those 
who were away. came home, some- 
times bringing a friend or friends. 
Friday morning we wert to a ser- 
vice, which as children we always 
loved—“The Stations of the Cross.” 
Good Friday was also the day when 
country folk liked to plant their 
potatoes, so the day;was a mixture 
of solemnity and relaxation. 


On Easter Sunday we generally 
started the day by going to the 
early morning service. After break- 
fast our family of four would set 
out for its traditional Easter Sun- 
day walk. Our mother did not care 
too much for our long walks so she 
would say to us—“You go on now 
and have your walk and I'll have 
dinver waiting when you get back”. 
So we started on our cross-country 
tramp that would be anywhere 
from seven to ten miles. Our 
favourite walk was Ryes Lane—a 
moss-covered path through the 
woods, where. tree branches met 
over our heads and formed a leafy 
arcade. And it was here that we 
were sure to find the first prim- 
roses of the season as well as 
sweet-scented violets. Later the 
woods would be fragrant with blue- 
bells. We also watched for the little 
English robin, much smaller than 


to do justice to mother’s dinner of 
roast beef, Yorkshire pudding- and 
light dessert. 

After dinner we more or fess 
lazed away the afternoon, Tea was 
at five o'clock. After tea some of 
us generally went to-evening ser- 
vice with my mother, while those 
who were more energetic went to 
some church other than our own— 
maybe to a nearby Village—which 
meant another walk! 

Faster Monday was observed as 
a holiday and I suppose we amused 
ourselves in various ways as [ don’t 
remember any particular family 
affair. 1 wonder what Easter week- 
ends are like in England today? No 
doubt long country walks are out 
of fashion. Times change, but of 
one thing 1 am certain—Ryes Lane 
js still im existence, where prim- 
roses bloom and robins sing. This 
weekend, while we were being de- 
luged with rain, the English coun- 
tryside was bathed in warmth and 
sunshine. That much | know from 
the radio. It is nice to know that 
somewhere the sun was shining. 
Not that we have anything to 
grumble about—wet though it is, 
we are not .quite flooded out, as

Robbie Burns 
The Great Lover 


“I wish I could find a lassie tae 
lo’e me as well as my dog does.” 
With this remark Robert Burns 
kicked his dog out of the room ih 
which he was dancing and into 
which the dog had followed him, 
ruining a reel by getting amongst 
the feet of the dancers. 

“Weel, hae ye found the lassie tae 
lo’e ye as weel as your dog?” asked 
attractive, gay Jean Armour to 
him as‘she saw him in the fields 
next day. : 

The result was inevitable. Burns 
Was at once launched upon one of 
his tempestuous, all-absorbing love 
affairs : 

Scotland’s national poet certainly 
believed love to be “the first of 
human joys, Our chiefest pleasure 
here below.” And by love he meant 
no vague and general affection, 
but the love of man for maid, and 
maid for man in the full flood ‘of 
youthful ardour. d 

Amorous Adventures 

Like many another gay compan- 
ionable “man’s man” in masculine 
tavern society he was the “woman's 
man” of his age and immediate 
surroundings. He adored the whole 
sex—atnd most of that sex to whom 
he paid address found him irresis- 
tible. 

Robert Burns, as all the world 
knows, was a ploughman, He was 
brought up in -poor and arduous 
circumstances, But he exercised 
over women of all classes and ages 
a truly astonishing fascination. In 
that fascination there was nothing 
of the unpleasant slinking quality 
of the professional. seducer, writes 
Moray McLaren in “Answers.” 

Burns’ appeal to the female sex 
was based on sheer masculine open- 
hearted admiration, coupled with a 
boyishly romantic temperament, 
and a tongue that could speak 
poetry that no Scot before or since 
has surpassed. 

Poetic, romantic, highly sensitive 
though he may have been, Robert 
Burns did not confine his love- 
making ‘to the spiritual plane. In- 
deed, the freedom he afowed him- 
self in physical love has long be- 
come a part of the “Burns Legend.” 
It was a freedom which, as is 
well known, often bad unfortunate 
results. 

Jurns was one of those men who 
seem by nature to be unusually fer- 
tile. The same Jean Armour who 
eventucl'y became his wife actually 
bore him with startling rapidity 

twins before the 


two sets of 
marriage. 

Apart for this pre-nuptial adven- 
ture there were many other amorous 
adventures with the lassies of Ayr- 
shire and Edinburgh, which ended 
in the same way, 

Amongst all his female admirers 
thefe were, however, three who 
were pre-eminent. Between them 
they occupied by far the most im- 
portant part in the love-life of 
Robert Burns. They were Highland 
Mary, Mrs. Agnes McLehose, and 
Jean Armour, whom he eventually 
married. All three have a certain 
mystery or at least fantasy attach-. 
ed to their relationship with Scot- 
land’s greatest poet. 

The mystery ‘is deepest about 
Highland Mary, That there was a 
woman who came from just across 
the Highland line into Ayshire and 
into Burns’ life, and that this wo- 
man profoundly affected Burns, 
and left in him one of the few really 
deep sensations of remorse from 
which he suffered, there can be no 
doubt 

ut astonishingly little is. known 
about her; so that at the end of the 
last century some people suggested 
that she was no more than a poetic 
fancy. 

This is nonsenge Highland 
Mary, whatever she was like, was 
a real woman who disturbed the 
emotions of Burns to their depths 

He said little about her at the 
time. It is known that he pledged 
his troth with her in the old 
Scottish fashion (and a signed 
Rible is evidence. of it exists). But 
in the complications of his life at 
the time, and as a result of the 


loose old Scottish marriage con- 
ventions, Burns may well have 
feared that he was committing 


bigamy. 

At any rate, poor Mary. it is 
now certain, returned to her parents 
and died of a fever while giving 
birth to a child, probably Burns’. 

Those who believe this support 
their claim by the discovery of a 
baby’s coffin in Mary’s tomb when 
it was opened up in 1920 

Mrs. McLehose was.a very dit 
ferent woman. She came from high 
society in Edinburgh but had been 
deserted by a rascally husband She 
had made a dead set at Burns when 
the ploughman poet was being 
lionised in the Scottish capital 

[t was a new experience for 
Rurns to be made love to 80 open- 
ly by a woman in her class and he 
was puzzled, She obviously ardent- 
ly worshipped him, yet her con 
science would not let that worship 
reach the conclusion which hé had 
up till then found invariable in bis 
relationships with women

Walter Scott described the cor- 
respondénce, as “the most ex- 
traordinary mixture of sense and 
nonsense, and of love, human and 
divine, that was ever exposed to 
the eye of the world.” 

Jean Armour, who eventually be- 
came Burns’ wife, has her own 
mystery attached /to her; and it is 
a very simple one—why did Burns 
marry her? 

After the episode of the dog and 
the dance Burns not only made 
love to her but. went through a 
Scots form of marriage with her, 
He was then young and unknown, 
and Jean's parents (despite the fact 
that a set of twins were on the 
way) destroyed the evidence of the 
marriage by trickery, deeply 
wounding the poet's pride. 

Burns then went to Edinburgh, 
became famous, and upon his re- 
turn to Ayrshire proceeded in the 
most casual manner to give Jean 
another set of twins, but he clearly 
despised her and had outgrown 
her. 

Then, to everyone’s astonish- 
ment, he, who had now as large an 
experience of love as is granted to 
‘most men, married this cast-off” 
whose family had once so grossly 
insulted him. It was to his friends 
at the time an inexplicable action, 
and remains inexplicable to us to- 
day. There was very little allure- 
ment left and I am afraid that one 
must exclude the element of 
chivalry. 

“Among the Lasses” 

However, Burns did marry her 
and after a fashion she made him 
not a bad wife. 

Many have censured Burns for 
his indiscriminate and wide love- 
making. Indeed, ‘it is difficult to 
defend his utter lack of discipline 
when “amang the lasses O,” but 
there was about his amorousness & 
kind of gay healthiness which, as I 
have said, far removes it from that 
of the slinking seducer kind. 

At any rate, reprehensible or not, 
3urns’ love for the lasses of his 
native land produced a wealth of 
lyric poetry which has spread his 
name all over the world. 

There is go country in which the 
lines beginning “My love is likes 
red red rose” are not known, No 
Scotsman is more internationally 
famous. And in all Great Britain 
only two other poets have been 
more translated-Shakespeare and 
byron — and incidentally Byron 
was half a Scot

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Shorthand Isn’t 
Anything New 


Few realize that the art of speed 
writing, which is 60, vital to 
modern commerce, goes back two 
thousand years—that it all began 
with the Romans. 

The saga of shorthand illustrates 
the perfection reached by modern 
systems since the time when stu- 
dents in ancient Rome stabbed a 
tutor to death with their metal 
“pens” because the 13,000 word 

‘ signs were toogmuch to learn. 

The latest chapter has just been 
added with the publication of the 
first complete history of British 
shorthand to be written in Great 
Britain since 1881. 

The ‘author, Edward Harry 
Butler, a 38-year-old London jdur- 
nalist, has equalled the persever- 
ance of the Shorthand masters of 
old. He spent 17 years collecting 
3,000 rare manuscripts, books and 
illustrations for the facts. 

The first is that shorthand was 
introduced to Great Britain by 


Julius Caesar in 55 B.C., although . 


it is anybody's guess how well he 
wrote it. 

It had been invented by—Marcus 
Tiro, a slave of Cicero, and was 
used to record the great speeches 
in the Roman Senate, The crude 
symbols were written with large 
sharp stylos on wax-covered 
tablets. Torn to Pieces 

According to Latin pocts, those 
early stenographers could write as 
fast as speech. But whatever their 
skill, the fates which. awaited them 
for misreporting and other wrongs 
were@etucsome, and enough to 
frighten off any newcomers to the 
profession. One was torn to pieces. 
Other punishments included cutting 
off the hands or severing the nerves 
of the fingers. 

In A.D. 534, Emperor Justinian 
proclaimed shorthand “diabolical” 
and banned its use. The Roman- 
inspired secince then faded out. 
It was'in Britain that shorthand, 
as we know it now, was born. The 
oldest. short-writing signs in the 
English alphabet were devised by 
a monk, John of Tilbury, in 1180. 
They looked like childish drawings 
of railway signals. 

The second attempt ‘was in 1588. 
Dr. Timothy Bright, physician at 
St. Bartholomew's Hospital, Lon- 
don, and later a Yorkshire parson, 
published “An Arte of Shorte, 
Swifte and Secrete Writing by 
Characterie.” He dedicated it to 
Queen Elizabeth, who rewarded 
him generously. 

Bitter Feuds 

Since then 418 different systems 
have been published in Great Brit- 
ain, invented by a mixture of en- 
thusiasts from bishop. to petti-coat 
maker.

paupers. By 1672 shorthand alpha- 
bets sold at the unheard-of price 
of one shilling. The rivalry between 
authors was extreme. There were 
bitter feuds and many coffee-house 
brawls. One system was given 
awa as a free gift with quack pills 
and teething rings for five years. 

In 1720, John Byrom, poet, 
diarist, friettd of the Wesleys, took 
the spotlight. The most famous in 
the land flocked to learn his sup- 
erior system for the social prestige. 
All Byrom’s pupils were: sworn to 
secrecy, and in 1742 an Act of 
Parliament gave him special short- 
hand teaching rights.. 

He was the greatest shorthand 
genius, Yet time has obliterated his 
fame. To-day he is mostly remem- 
bered as author of the Christmas 
hymn “Christians Awake.” 

The peak in shorthand invention 
came in the 1800s. Never did so 
many authors achieve so little. 


They were published merely to 
satisfy the authors’ vanity and 
achieve social, rather than com- 
mercial, success.

This chemical will be available 
throughout the country this sum- 
mer for the first time in the his- 
tory of the long and generally un- 
successful battle to halt the rav- 
ages of crabgrass. It comes as a 
genuine challenge to the maligned 
lawn grower who has decided to 
stop growing grass to devote his 
time to raising crabgrass instead. 


Potassium cyanate is a) dry, 
white powder that is simply mixed 
with water and sprayed on the 
lawns with an ordinary garden 
sprayer. It is harmless to children 
and pets, does no damage to basic 
grasses, and eventually breaks 
down into fertilizing elements. 

The chemical has been used by 
some lawn growers before, in scat- 
tered sections where it has been 
available. Now, however, it is be- 
ing produced in volume for gen- 
eraf usage. 

Crabgrass is the worst of all 
lawn pests, a tough, rank grass 
that sprouts late in the spring. 
It is hard to mow, and quickly 
spreads over the lawn, chaking 
out the real grass and lifting its 
brown-seed heads to tnake the 
lawn look unkempt. For years, 
homeowners have been sprinkling 
salt, old motor oil, borax, and a 
variety of poisonous chemicals on 
their lawns in a harriec attempt 
to stamp itout. ‘

None of the commercial crab- 
grass chemicals on the market go 
under the chemical name of potas- 
sium cyanate. Cyanate is Mhe basic 
ingredient in, 11 different brands, 
each sold under a different brand 
name. 

However, it is the potassium 
cyanate which ruins the crab- 
grass, Known as a selective weed 
killer because it destroys crab- 
grass without permanently ~harm- 
ing basic lawn grasses, potassium 
cyanate destroys on contact. 
Wherever a globule of water and 
cyanate -lands on a leaf of crab- 


" grass, the cells of that leaf are 


destroyed. And as the cells manu- 
facture food for the crabgrass 
roots, the food supply is cut. off 
and the roots perish. 

Potassium cyanate was put 
through yeats of thorough and 
varied tests before being placed 
on the market for crabgrass con- 
trol. It is not a new chemical.

If you like to have vegetables 
on your meat platter—saving both 
dishes and ‘serving confusion— 
make little nests of mashed poté- 
toes around your roast and fill each 
with drained, buttered frozen green 
peas. For another garnish that 
goes well with lamb; heap slices 
of pineapple high with little green, 
seediess grapes. Alternate these 
fruit slices with a cluster of three 
small, deep-yellow carrots topped 
with fresh mint to simulate carrot 
tops. Serve a fruit slice and several 


carrots with mint on each plate.

The Frenched leg of lamb is, 


probably the best known in the 
retail store. .Always have the 
butcher léaye on the  paperlike 
covering known as the fell, since 
it helps to keep the meat juices 
in and to retain the shape of ‘the 
leg during cooking. Place the leg, 
fat side up (fell side down) on a 
rack in an open pan. No cover;

Written In Jail 


The book with the widest read- 
ership in the world is the Bible. 

The one with the second widest 
readership is “The Pilgrim’s Pro- 
gress,” written by John Bunyan, the 
inspired “Tinker from Bedford,” 
whose memory is to be further per- 
petuated by the erection of a 
granite stone on the site of his 
birthplace at Elstow, Bedfordshire. 

The cottage in which Bunyan was 
born stood juét within the parish 
of Elstow at the foot of a gently 
sloping hill between two streams. 

Although the cottage is no longer 


there the field in which it stood is * 


known as “Bunyan’s End,” and per- 
mission has been given by the local 
farmers for the making of a foot- 
path to the new commemoration 
stone. 

John Bunyan lived in the seven- 
teenth century during the Puritan 
Age when the main preoccupation 


“of English life and character was 


religion. To the majority of the 
population the only book known 
was the Bible, every word of which 
was accepted as literally and his- 
torically true. 
Unlike John Milton, that other 
literary giant of the seventeenth 


century, Bunyan had received no - 


education worth speaking of. He 
had never entered a college and had 
no kind patron among the upper 
classes. His father was a tinker 
and brazier, ‘and Bunyan worked 
hard at the same. trade. 

He was a wild youth, and during 
his early years his excitable nature 
involved him in an excess of rioting 
and hooliganjsm. He was also m@- 
dicted to “swearing, and these 
characteristics—when young Bun- 
yan began to take an absorbed 
interest in religion—tormented him 
with misery, convincing him that 
he was utterly damned for the sins 
of his youth. 

In. quite unjustified despair he 
joined the ~ Parliamentary Army, 
and it was while serving that an 
incident occurred which has often 
been described as a miracle. 

“Shot in the Head” 

“I with others,” he says, “was 
drawn out to go-to such a place to 
besiege it, but when IT was~just 
ready to go one of the company 
desired to go in my room (place), 
to which when 1 haf consented, he 
took my place, and coming to the 
siege, as he stood sentinel, he was 
shot in the head with a musket ball 
and died.” 

Bunyan took this as a sign from 
divine providence that his own 
life was to be spared for some im- 
portant task. On leaving the Army 
he joined a Baptist Society at Bed- 
ford and soon proved himself to be 
an eloquent preacher. 

He was one of the first victims 
of the persecution of the noncom- 
formists or dissenters, who were 
regarded as disloyal to the King 
and the Established Church. , 

The Dark Abyss 

He was cast into Bedford jail, 
where, with some brief ientrvals 
of freedom, he was imprisoned for 
over twelve years. Left to his 
solitary: meditations, cut off from 
the world in a damp, unwholesome 
dungeon, Bunyan’s - powerful im- 
pe: THe soared among the stars 
and penetrated the dark abyss of 
woe. 

It was in these conditions that 
he wrote the first part of “The 
Pilgrim’s Progress,” describing the 
adventures of Christian and Hope- 
ful on their way from the City of 
Destruction to the Celestial City. 

One hundred thousand copies of 
“The Pilgrim's Progress” " were 
sold within the first few years of 
its publication — an astonishing 
figure in those days, The book has 
now been translated into over a 
hundred languages and dialects, 

Bunyan was aged sixty when he 
died in 1688 and, by-that time he 
had written a total of sixty books.

Annual—Plant which completes 
its growth cycle in a single year, 
and must be started anew from 
seed each year. 

Biennial—Plant that needs two 
- years to flower from seed. 


Broadcast~To sow seed in all 
directions from the hand. 


Compact—A plant with a dense 
habit of growth, as opposed to a 
straggly or sprawling habit. 

Compost—A fertilizer mixture 
consisting of decomposed (rotted) 
vegetable matter, peat, leafmold, 
manure, lime, etc. 

Cultivate—To prepare, or to pre- 
pare and use, soil for the raising 
of crops. Specifically, to loosen or 
break up soil, as in order to kill 
weeds. 

_Cutting—Any section of a plant 
weed to increase stock; LE., a stem 
cutting. Syn. slip. : 

Damping-off—A diseased condi- 
tion of seedlings or cuttings caused 
by certain parasitic fungi which in- 
wade plant tissue near the ground 
to induce rot. 

Disbudding—The removal of 


superfluous buds to produce top 


quality bloom, 

Genus—A category of plants, 
The species of oak, for example, 
collectively forms of genus Quer- 


cus. 
Hardening-of—The process by 
which seedlings are gradually mov- 


sturdy enough to be set permanent- 


ed from the house or greenhouse to 
the garden, This is done by ex- 
posing them to weather for an hour 
or so at first, and increasing the

Herbaceous—This term refers to 
plants which’ do not form a woody 
stem that persists all winter. Her-

Humus—A brown or black ma- 
terial formed by the partial de- 
composition of vegetable or animal 
matter in the soil. Also, the organic 
portion of soil. 

Mulch—Any covering (e¢., 
straw) spread on the asdend to 
protect plants from heat, cold or 
drought, or to keep fruits clean. 

Perennia!—~Plant that once estab- 
lished continues to live from year 
to year. Specifically, a green-stem- 
med plant that survives northern 
winters. 


» Puddling—The practice of dip- 
ping roots of young vegetable 
plants, small trees and shrubs into 
a thin mixture of clay and water to 
keep them moist until planted. 

Species—A group of plants which 
possess in compfon one or more 
distinctive characteristics. 

Variety—This term generally re- 
fers to a specific’ plant within a 
speciés (see species). From the 
standpoint of botanical nomencla- 
ture, a species is now regarded as 
the sum of its varieties. Thus Lili- 
um speciosum album is a variety 
of species L. speciosum which be- 
longs to the genus Lilium.

STILL REMEMBERED BY OLD-TIMERS 


_ When recently, demolition men 


tore down yet another of Dawson 


City’s log cabins they discovered 
under the floorboards gold dust 
worth over $5,000. 

It dated from: the days when 45,- 
000 men and women struggled over 
mountain ridges, shot the rapids of 
the mighty Yukon River, and clam- 
bered through bog and over bare 
rock in the greatest gold rush in 
history—the Klondyke Rush of 98. 

It slipped through the fingers of 
rip-roaring men who paid for their 
drinks in gold dust-- men like 
Dangerous Dan McGrew and Soapy 
Smith, Siwash Carmack, and the 
Indian Skookum Pete, Bull Ball- 
antyne, and Charlie Benguelesta 
and others. 

Dangerous Dan lived only in: the 
mind of the poet Robert Louis Ser- 
vice; Soapy Smith was shot down 
in a gun-battle with law officers; 
Siwash and Skookum are dead. But 
Bull Ballantyne and Charlie Ben- 
guelesta, and- many another old- 
timer of the 98 rush are alive, and 
still looking for gold along the 
creeks that flow from Solomon’s 
Dome into the Klondyke River. 

A correspondent. now back in 
Britain, who recently talked with 
them; says: “They have a far-away 
look in their eyes and gold-fever in 
their brains. Once a_hell-raising 
town, Dawson City is to-day but a 
shadow, its log cabins dilapidated, 
its streets peopled by old men who 
“came up the Yukon” fifty-odd 
years ago in answer to the cry 
“GOLD!” 

- At night they meet in the Flora 
Dora Saloén, where Diamond- 
Toothed Gertie and Klondyke 
Katie (now in her eighties) danced 
the can-can, 

“I remember Christie Johnson 
offering Cecily Marion her weight 
in gold if she’d marry him,” says 
old Charlie Benguelesta. “They 
stood over there, under them gold 
letters F-L-O-R-A D-O-R-A.” 


Ed Andersen, another old-timer,” 


recalls what happened when Swift- 
water Gates struck it rich. “He was 
a dishwasher,” he says, “but when 
he hit pay-dirt he bought a top hat 
and strutted like a peacock. 

“Another lucky one was Harry 
Gleave. Harry came in with one 
dollar in his pocket and an axe 
over his shoulders, struck gold, 
won the Flora Dora over a game of 
poker, and made a fortune.” 

Ed himself was both lucky. and 
unlucky. He panned, thousands of 
dollars’ worth of gold dust in two 
days, but somebody hit him over 
the head with a champagne bottle, 
since when he has not been able 
to remember where his claim was! 

Stil Panning 

Such are the stories you could 
hear in the Flora Dora Saloon, 
now renamed the Royal Alexander 
Hotel. 

The town’s social life centred on 
the saloon. In a conspicuous place 
on the bar were scales for weigh- 
ing gold dust. One bar-room at- 
tendant gatheréd enough dust trom 
the floor sawdust to buy himself a 
rich mining claim. 

Fortunes were lost in gold rou- 
lette and faro, and what the gambl- 
ing-room didn’t get was spent on 
drink and the dance-hall girls. 

Once the fourth largest town in 
Canada, Dawson's population to- 
day is not above 450 men, women, 
and children, and on every side 1s 
evidence of the Gold Rush days in 
which it still lives. 

The fire-engine 
plot of land near one of the shops 
looks like a Thermos flask on 
wheels—~it must be 50 years old. 
Children clamber over the stage 
coach in which the fabulous can- 


standing on a 


They say he carried a. piano over 
the White Pass on a sledge and 
floated it up the Yukon River on 
a raft. To-day he does odd jobs 
and tinkers with a 1917 Ford. Old- 
er by six years is the car in which 
Jim Diamont drives you to the 
airstrip when you leave. 
“See That Hill?” 

The mining officials drive big, 
shining American cars; there is a 
school for their children, a church, 
a hospital, a few shops, a jetty for 
the stern-wheeler paddle-boats that 
chug-chug up the Yukon with 
freight. And there is a Royal Can- 
adian Mounted Police H.Q., where 
an old-timer named Jimmy Dines 
minds the telephone. 

But just the same Dawson City 
lives in the past. 

“See that hill, mister?” says 
Charlie Clark. “That's called Sol- 
omon'’s Dome. The Mother Lode 
of gold is in there somewhere. No 
one’s found it yet. And when some- 
one does find it, you'll see a rush 
such as has never been seen be- 
fore.” Now in his eighties and a 
little tottery on his legs, Old Char- 
lie Clark still wanders off looking 
for his bonzana, “I'll strike it one 
day,” he tells you. 

Charlie came in with old Moth- 
er Mary Mark, Superior of the 
hospital and convent near the 
R.C.M.P. post. 

Now in her late seventies, she 
talks in the terms—one hears in 
the Flora Dora—about striking it 
rich, about pay-dirt and grub- 
stakin’. 

Our correspondent arrived at the 
hospital just as an old-timer by the 
name of John Donoghue died. 
Mother Mary Mark drew the sheet 
gently up over his head and said: 
“He's going outside for the first 
time since we both came, in 1898. 
But I’m sure his spirit will return 
to the Klondyke.”

Fluoride Salt 
To Protect ‘Teeth 


The possibility of using fluoride 
in table salt as an alternative to 
fluoridation of drinking water to 
protect the teeth against cavities 
has been raised by Dr. Gunnar 
Santesson, a Swedish physician 
who until recently was working at 
the University of California Medical 
Center, San Francisco, and who 
studied sixteen groups of hamsters. 
Control groups were fed a diet 
containing an excessive amount of 
fermentable sugar, to help induce 
caries, and ordinary refined salt. 
Cavities as well as superficial 
enamel changes similar to those 
observed in the early stages of 
human dental caries were noted. 
Other groups @vere fed the same 
diet, except that their salt con- 
tained readily soluble flourides. 

In the groups that received pure 
salt to which fluoride had been add- 
ed there were only two minor 
cavities and minor superficial 
enamel changes octasionally. More 
tests on animals must be made be- 
fore it can be stated that salt that 
contains fluorides can be effective 
in protecting the teeth of hamsters 
or human beings against decay. If 
effective, fluoride containing salt 
would have some advantages over 
fluoride-treated water. It would~ 
leave the choice to the individual, 
for instance. g 

Adults Not «Affected 

In the case of fluoridated water 
positive benefits have been dem- 
onstrated only for children up to 
the age of about 15, and through 
pregnant mothers to unborn child- 
ren. The tooth enamel of adults is 
not affected. 

The amount of fluoride added to 
public drinking. water is minute. 
No ill effects from properly fluori- 
dized water are known. 

Dr. Santesson points out that 
the amount of water drunk’ in a 
community varies. Sufferers from 
diabetes, insipdus, which is a disease 
characterized by an extreme crav- 
ing for water and which is not 
the bate with which most. of 
us aré familiar; a group of people 
afflicted with psyhogenic polydypsia, 


persons who work in steel mills 
and hot, dry factories drink more 
than the average amount of water. 
Dr. Santesson says it has not been 
demonstrated fully whether or not 
ill effects would follow the long- 
term consumption of added fluoride 
in those who drink water to excess.* 

Fluoride-containing salt would 
make fluorine available to people in 
rural areas, who form 35 per. cent 
of the population and could not be 
supplied by community-fluoridated 
water.

For the average garde: the sim~- 
plest way of preparing the soil is 
to plow or spade. That can be 
done first thing in the spring or 
in late fall. This buries grass, 
sod, weeds and fresh manure, all of 
which will break down into humus 
and other plant food. It will also 
kill a good many weed seeds and 
wintering insects and disease 
germs. 

After this ony light cultivation 
will be required. Most gardeners 
try to get over flower gardens and 
during the early part of the season, 
that is up to about mid-July. In

At Small Cost 


In comparison with most other 
recreations, equipment for garden- 
ing does not present much of a 
problem. Minimum requirements 
will be a rake, a spade, some sort 
of tool for cultivating, and possibly 
a cheap duster or sprayer. For 
the lawn, of course, a mower of 
some kind will be «necessary. 

From those minimum require- 
ments one can go as far as purse 
and inclination will dictate. Much 
will depend upon the size of the 
lot. For the average urban layout 
not a great deal more will be 
necessary than the minimum men- 
tioned. Where there is a big gare 
den money will be spent on addi- 
tional specialized equipment; such 
as power lawn-mowers, a wheel 
barrow, etc. These tools or ma- 
chines will take a good deal of 
drudgery Mit of the business and 
permit one man to look after a 
considerable area in his spare time. 
With a small tractor, for instance, 
one can cultivate a half acre veg- 
etable plot in an hour or so, though 
of course there will be some close 
or hand work left. And there are 
other jobs that these machines will 
handle with some of the various 
attachments available. They will 
drive the regular lawn-mowers and 
with a special mowing bar will cut 
big weeds or long grass, and they 
can be rigged up to light carts.

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They Call Thera “Poor Man’s Diamonds” 
—Brighter Than The Real Thing 


In a laboratory on the outskirts 
of London a group of industrial 
scientists have set-1952 merrily on 
its way with a headache for South 


Africa’s vast quarter billion dollar | 


empire of diamonds. They have’ 
discovered the “poor man’s dia- 
mond.” 


From a stick of silvery titanium, 
a metal which is actually the earth’s 
ninth. most: common element and 
far more plentiful than nickel or 
copper, they have found a cheap 
and simple way of mass-producing 
gems which, when properly pol- 
ished, can even outshine diamonds. 

These‘ new titanium gems glit- 
ter with vivid diamond “fire” and 
are tougher than steel. For research 
purposes the experts have produc- 
ed a “diamond” pencil ten’ inches 
long, which flashes like a magic 
wand yet can be sliced into hund- 
reds of small discs, each outshin- 
ing a true $2,000 diamond. 

Is this thé beginning of the end 
for the world’s merry but mono- 
poly-fostered diamond boom? To 
foreshadow the future, crystal ex- 


perts have glanced back to the 
day—5 years ago—when French 
scientist Louis Verneuil dripped 


aluminum oxide through a furnace, 
added metallic pigments and built 
the first synthetic sapphire. Thanks 
to this process the Swiss were 
soon turning out millions of syn- 
thetic sapphires for watch-makers 
and selling them for as little as 
a dime apiece. The world’s watches 
would otherwise cost roughly 
double their present price. 
bearings are used in 
the armaments drive, in gauges 
and measuring instruments, and 
millions are now pouring from an 
important British factory.

Tourist Industry Faces New Challenge 


Tourism in Canada has, become, 
particularly in the last few years, 
a whopping big business. It ranks 
with such stalwarts as agriculture 
and mining as-a source of revenue. 
Last year, for example, 21 million 
visitors added some $250 millions 
to our much-needed harvest of non- 
speculative American funds, and 
Canadians from British Columbia 
to Newfoundland benefited as a 
result. 

But, with the upsurge in the 
value of the Canadian dollar in re- 
lation to the American curreficy, 
following the termination of foreign 
exchange control, Canada’s tourist 
industry faces a new challenge. This 
year, Canadians will have to step 


However, business alone can 
hardly be expected to solve our 
tourist problems, so long as it is 
beset by such heavy taxation. 

A great many commodities which 
bulk so largely in holiday spending 
cost considerably more in Canada 
than in the United States because 
of the level of taxation here. Ex- 
amples, as the Financial Post illus- 
trates, are “tobacco products, cam- 
era supplies, sporting goods, gaso- 
line, and a great number of so- 
called luxury items.” 

Government, therefore, which so 
ardently seeks American dollars 
and so loudly champions the tour- 
ist industry as’a means of bolster- 
ing our economy, might do well to

| C. W. L. PRESENTS PLAY SAFE STOLEN 


AT BANNOCKBURN 


Stolen from the Canadian National 
Railways station at Bannockburn, on 
Saturday night a 250 pound safe, its 
door chiselled off, was recovered Sun- 
day in the Trent River, at Glen. Ross, 
five miles North of Frankford. 

Missing from the safe was ,approx- 
imately $100 in cash, station records, 
and a collection of old coins valued 
at several hundred dollars. The coins 
were owned by the station master, 
Lioyd Blatherwick. 

The sharp eyes of Carl Levesque 
who was fishing from the bridge 
at Glenn Ross was responsible for the 
recovery of the safe. He saw what 
he thought was a safe in the water 
and notified provincial police at Belle- 
ville. 

The safe was believed taken from 
the station some time near midnight 
Saturday. It was trundled along the 
station platform where it was appar- 
ently loaded into,a truck, Then it is 
believed the door of the safe was 
chiselled off on some lonely sideroad

The Bannockburn station agent 
particularly prized his collection of 
old coins, many of which dated back 
several centuries. A week ago, Mr. 
Blatherwick lost his son Ted Blath- 
erwick, by drowning in Algonquin 
Park.

This Was World’s 


Prior to 1840 the carriage of 
letters for private persons and 
firms was an expensive matter— 
rates having been based upon dis- 
tance and weight—and most mail 
took the form of folded sheets of 
letter-paper with a wax seal on 
the back. 

Agitation for Universal Penny 
Postage was successful in 1840, 
and, within six days after the act 
providing for a reduced and uni- 
form rate of postage in Greate 


ment seeking a “stamp” design 
appeared in the London Times. 
Designs submitted were not con- 
sidered satisfactory, and Sir Row- 
land/ Hill—appointed to the Trea- 
sury to assist in preparations to 
put penny postage into effect— 
went to a firm named Perkins, 
Bacon and Petch. This firm pre- 
pared an engraved die of a head of 
Queen Victoria, facing left, as taken, 
from the “Guildhall” medal by 
William Wyon. The drawing for 
the head was done by Henry Cor- 
bould and the engraving of the 
stamp die was the work of either 
Charles Heath or his son, Fred- 


The first die proving unsatis- 
factory, a second one was made, 
and the various process leading up 
to the accepted stamp. design went 
on apace. Black was selected as the 
color for the Id (one penny) value 
accounting for its familiar name of 
“Penny Black,” and blue was 
selected fo rthée companion 2d de- 
nomination . . . 

The one ‘great problem facing 
postal clerks was that the stamps 
did not have perforations or a 
means of s¢parating them cleanly 
and easily, Scissors, knives and any 
form of straight-edged tool were 
used, many times with unfortunate 
effect, and it was not long before 
a perforating device, proposed by 
Henry Archer was adopted.

Officially the United States was ~ 


seventh on the list, with its re- 
gular 5-cent and 10-cent stamps of 
1847; belt unofficially it was second, 
for there was a private letter .post 
operated in New York by Alex- 
ander M, Grieg and Henry Thomas 
Windsor. This was known as the 
City Despatch Post and commenc- 
ed operations Jan, 1, 1842, with its 
own stamps. 

The practical use of these first 
stamps, and other private and semi- 
official stamps which followed, was 
a motivating factor in persuading 
Congress to authorize the issuance 
of regular stamps — From “Fell’s 
Profitable _ Stamp Guide,”  byr 
Franklin R. Bruns, Jr.

Where Space Short 
Where space is limited one does 
not go in for big, bushy ‘vegetables 
like potatoes, or for sprawly pump- 
kins which cover so much room, It 


is best to concentratt on those 
things which grow quickly and yield 
heavily in family meals and take up 
a minimum of space. In this cate- 
gory come lettuce, onions, radish, 


_ beets, carrots, beans, staked toma~- 


toes, one or two hills of cucumbers 
and, mostly because you can’t hope 
to buy them really fresh, a few rows 
of small type garden peas. One can 


' get a little extra production by 


alternating rows of late and early 


_kinds of vegetables, by planting the 


staked tomatoes around the edge of 
the garden. : 

Practically all vegetables like fine, 
rich soil, frequent cultivation, 4 little 
commercial fertilizer to push growth 
and also watering when the weather 
is dry. To permit uniform develop- 
ment they should be thinned. The 
real secret of tender vegetables is to 
keep them growing quickly, to use 
just when they hit their best. For 
most of them the season can be 
extended substantially by making a 
succession of sowings at two week 
intervals. ? 

Commonest Mistakes 

The two commonest mistakes 
of gardening are too thick and too 
deep in sowing flower and vegetable 
seed. One should remember that all 
these things require room, even tiny 
things like alyssum or radish or 
onions. s 

With big things like peas, beans, 
etc, it is not hard to space as we 
plant, but with tiny seeds it is more 
difficult and after the plants come 
up they should be thinned. To 
spread very small.seed more evenly 
some experts mix with a little sand 
or fine soil and sow the mixture. 
The general rule for depth is three 
times the diameter, Now that does 
not mean getting out a ruler or 


calipers. It simply suggests that fine 


seed. such as that of onion, poppy, 
portulaca and carrots should be 
merely pressed into the soil, large 
seed like beans and peas or corn 
covered about an inch, still larger 
such as potatoes and gladioli, three 
to six inches. If planted too deep, 


the tiny seed especially may not 


germinate at all. 
A Few Early Rows 
For the main plantings of vege- 
tables it is not advisable to start 
too soon. With tender things little is 
to be gained by planting until both 
the soil and air have started to turn 
warm and spring has really arrived. 
But this advice, of course, does not 
apply to very hardy flowers and 
vegetables nor to most nursery 


stock, grass seed, ete. And it does 
not apply rigidly to a few extra early 
rows of almost anything in the 
vegetable line. 

If these come along and escape 
the frost ‘one gets a good deal of 
satisfaction in boasting to the neigh- 
bors. If they don’t come, well one 
is out only a few cents worth of - 
seed and in an hour’s healthy exer 
cise. Just as soon as the ground is 
fit to work, one can take a chance 
on a few feet of lettuce, some radish, 
carrots, onions, spinach, and such 
things. Even a few hills of potatoes 
may be planted. Main plantings, 
however, of vegetables and flowers 
should wait until practically all 
danger of frost has passed.

In other words, 
if our municipality is assessing for 
100 per cent of the value of the 
property, and the other municipalities 
are only assessing for 60 per cent or 
80 per cent of the value of their 
property, we are going to pay too 
high taxes as our share of the cost 
of providing these services. 
In an endeavour to equalize such 
charges which are based on assess- 
ment, the assessment is equalized 
among the different municipalities by 
the county, district or school author- 
ities. 
APPOINT VALUATORS 


Prior to an amendment to the 
Aasesament Act in 1943, if the coun 
ty council could not arrive at a 


themselves, they were required to 
appoint valuators every five years to 
value 5 per cent to 8 per cent of 
the properties in .each municipality. 
These values were then reduced to a 
common ratio e. g. 50 per cent of 
value and this determined the equal- 
{zation of assessment for county 
rates or schoo] purposes where such 
school areas covered more than one 
municipality or parts of more than 
one municipality. 

This system did’ not prove. satis- 
factory as the municipalities operat- 
ed on different methods of valuation 
generally on @ “guess’’ method and 
the percentage valued was only 4 
small fraction of the total number 
of properties and therefore in many 
instances quite «misleading. 

To overcome this and to institute 
a standard system of valuation in 
the county, the United Counties of 
Stormont, Dundas and Glengarry in 
1943 made the first appointment of 
a County Assessor under the author- 
ity of the 1940 legislation. Since that 
time, 25 other County Assessors have 
been appointed, two of: them com- 
mencing their duties this year. 

This leaves 12 counties which have 
not as yet made appointments. While 
legislation was enacted in 1950 to

requesting the appointment of Dis- 
trict Assessors, 8° far no appoint- 


makes @ report by June ist of each 
year to his county council and this 
report forms the basis of the equal- 
ization of asseasment as set by that 
council. . 

This report is of necessity only the 
basis and may be amended or reject- 
ed. Part of the figures shown in the 
report are taken from the assessmént 
rolls prepared by municipal assess- 
sors in the previous year and the 
recommended figures for the purpose 
of equalization may have little or no 
similarity to the local assessors’ 
totals. While the county council pre- 
pare their equalization by-law immed- 
jately following the County Assessors 
report, the county rates or levies 
based on these figures do not appear 
in. the local tax bills until the 
following year. A lapse of two years 
is thus found between the time your 
local assessor visita your property 
and the time you pay county rates 
based on such assessment. 

Re-Assessment A Chore 

It is found that County Assess- 
or requires from three to five years 
to complete his work of re-assess 
ment in @ county, This period is 
determined by the number of mun- 
icipalities in the county and the co-

Very Rev. K. C. Evans, Anglican 
Dean of Montreal, last week was 
elected Bishop of the Anglican Dio- 


cese of Ontario a‘ a special session 
of the diocese synod held at Kingston, 


on Thursday. 

He succeeds Most Rev. John Lyons, 
who retired recently because of ill 
health. 

He becomes the sixth Anglican 
Bishop of Ontario. 

Most Rev. R. J. Renison, Bishop of 
Moosonee and senior Bishop of the 
Ecclesiastical Province of Ontario, 
presided over the election. Sixty-one 
clergy and more than 175 lay dele- 
gates from parishes and missions in 
the diocese took part. 

Voting by secret ballot was con- 
ducted. behind closed doors. Each 
clergyman had one vote, as did each 
parish. 

Bishop-elect Evans, 48, was born 
in China of English missionary par- 
ents. He came to Canada as a young 
man and attended University of Tor- 
onto. He headed his graduating class 
in theology at Wycliffe College in 
1930. 

He lectured in Oriental literature 
at Toronto and was later awarded a 
scholarship for archaeological studies |: 
in Jerusalem. 

In 1940 he was appointed dean of 
the faculty at Trinity College “and 
held the position until he was appoint- 
ed dean of Montreal in 1944. 

He is married with five children.

_ Experiments by two research sci- 
éntists at the Syractise University 
Student Health Service have shown 
that zirconium salt attacks and 
neutralizes the powerfu' irritant 
known as “urushiol” carried in the 
leaves, bark, berries and roots of 
poison ivy, oak and sumac. 

When the ointment was given in 
clinical treatment to 88 persons, 
85 per cent were released with their 
case histories marked “treatment 
was effective.” As measured by the 
painstaking doctors who carried 
out the work, this means that the 
itching stopped, the rash stopped 
spreading, then began to acale off 
and disappear writes Bob Gilmore 
in “Country Gentleman.” 

Since all of the patients weren't 
cured, the doctors warn that zir- 
“eonium ointment is not a complete- 
ly foolproof treatment. They feel 
certain, however, that it is“... . 
as good or probably better than 
any other treatment now available.” 

Nevertheless, this should not be 
a signal to relax your vigilance 
against stirub poisoning when 
you're in the fields or vacationing 
in strange territory. Since this kind 
of poisoning can be serious enough 
to require hospitalization, the wise 
thing is to keep -your defenses high. 
Learn to recognize all of the poison 
shrubs. 


POISON SUMAC likes swampy 


faintly sulphurous wintertime odor 
and tiny, whitish berries that hang 
in grapelike clusters. 


Efforts to get rid of these plants 
are effective only if they're re- 
peated year after. year. Grubbing 
them out may help for awhile, but 
the far-reaching rootlets have am- 
azing recuperative powers. The 
hormone-type weed killers make 
a quick kill when sprayed on the 
leaves, Repeated sprayings into the 
second and third seasons usually 
are necessary for lasting control. 


those of poison ivy, the gorgeous 
hues enticing the unwary into 
picking an armful. 

POISON IVY. grows all over 
the East, Middle West and South, 
can be-vining or shrublike. In sum- 
mer its leaves, which always grow 
in threes, are bright green and 
shiny. When they bud out in spring 
or die off in fall the leaves may 
be deep, dark red or flaming red- 
orange. Usually smooth, they oc- 
casionally are hairy or fuzzy. The 
edges may be saw-toothed, smooth 
or lobed. Small light-green flowers, 
waxy white berries also help you 
identify the plant. 

Never allow leaves, berries, bark 
or roots of any of the three plants 
to touch fur skin—afl four parts 
carry the poisonous oil. If you 


burn the dried-out shrubs, avoid 


the smoke, which can. carry the 
vaporized oil over a great distance, 


. doing as much damage as contact 


with the plant. 

If it’s impossible for,you to avoid 
contact with the plants, wear fairly 
loose, washable garments that 
cover arms and legs completely. 
Wear gloves. Don’t wear pullover 
jackets or sweaters or tight trou- 
sers. Your struggles to remove 
them may do a thorough job of 
rubbing the oil into the skin. As 
a further safeguard, it may be wise 
beforehand to rub zirconium oint- 
~~ into face, neck and other soft, 

ist skin areas. When finished 
handlin gthe poison plants, have 
the clothes dry cleaned or wash 
them with hot water and a laundry 
soap. Rinse them thoroughly. 
Don’t let contaminated clothing 
touch yottr skin and spoil all your

One British Town 
That Is Booming... . 


While high prices and Japanese 
competition threaten hard times’ for 
the British textiles industry, one 
branch of it—the manufacture of 
jute—is enjoying the biggest boom 
in its history. At Dundee, where 
the industry is centred, 18,000 
workers are now employed in the 
jute mills, and vacancies exist for 
many more, mainly as weavers, pa- 
tent spinners, and spreaders. 

During the past two years a 
minor industrial, revolution has 
been going on in Dundee. Hun- 
machines 
have been scrapped. In their place 
engineers have set up the most up- 
to-date plant in the world, One 
mill alone, equipped with new cir- 
cular looms, is producing ten mil- 
lion seamless jute bags a ‘year. 

Jute is a fibre obtained from two 
varieties of a plant named the Cor- 
chores, which grows in_ India, 
chiefly in Bengal and Assam. 

It is a reed-like plant with a yel- 
low flower, and when the flower 
withers the plant is cut down and 
steeped, to separate the fibres from 
the rest of the stem. 

After a period of waiting, beat-" 
ing and: drying, it is carefully 
graded and packed, and then sent 
off by river to Calcutta, another 
big jute manufacturing centre and 
a constant rival to Dundee. 

Dundee cannot compare with 
India in the manufacture of the 
coaser type of jute products—sacks 
that hold coal and potatoes and 
wrap up a hundred and one things 
for export. But her special skill is 
unequalled when it comes to the 
making of finer products. 

Her workers spin the fibre on 
“flying frames,” and then weave 
it on heavy looms.

After jute cloth “is made it is 
starched and calendered, with the 
result that it is flattened and glaz- 
ed. The yarn or cloth can be dyed 
or bleached. Millions @f small, 
brightly-dyed prayer carpets’ for 
Moslems are sent from. Dundee to 
the East.

@ Hockey has faded now into that past 
which envelopes sports events #0 rapidly, 
as seasons overlap, with hockey intruding. 
on football, baseball pushing its way 
on hockey. The cheering is a distant echo, 
the cups have been won and lost, individual 
feats are entered in the records. 

There's an award for almost every emndividual performance 
in the major hockey of today, a great many too in the lesser 
‘Jeagues, which is the way it should be. When athletes can rise 
above the lével, and- soar to greatness by their own skill and 
courage and spirit, it's only fair and just that this should be 

/ recognized in some tangible fashion. 
1 Unfortunately for one player in the National Hockey League, 
| who did all this, plus, there is no award for a courageous come- 
\. back, not even a special notation in the records, which are coldly 
\mathemagical, and don’t delve into the human side. Yet, if any 
player deserved some recognition that would entitle him to special 
notation, special award, that player who should have been worthy 
in large and generous measure of such recognition would have 
been Winnipeg's Samuel James “Sugar Jim” Henry, goaler of 
the Boston Bruins, who survived the buffeting of Fate, survived 
a fire that scarred his hands and arms, and re@rned to stardom. 

Hockey developed some great figures. the past. season, but 
we doubt if any of these is so compelling, so fraught with the 
rugged romance of sport as the return of Henry to the Big Time. 
This is pure Hollywood throughout the piece. A high voltage 
script-writer could pen no more gripping drama. 3 

Jim: Henry first won a spot int the major leagu. with New 
York Rangers, in 1941. But his stay there was short, for at the . 
end of his first season, he enlisted in the Army to serve in World 
War II, remained there until the end of the fighting. Then he 
returned to hockey, played briefly with Rangers, after which his 
sports pathway was a dizzy zig-zag lane that seemed to be 
leading nowhere. Twice he came up to Rangers, alternating 
with minor league chores. Then to Chicago in the Big Time, 
then suddenly back to the minors, for three seasons. 

This isn’t offered as a history of Henry’s hockey meanderings. 
We merely paint it in for background, to prove that, despite 
vicissitudes, real courage doesn’t weaken. Three years in the 
minors was bad enough, but the worst came in the summer of 
1951. A flash fire suddenly enmeshed Henry at a summer resort 
camp, he was badly burned about the hands and arms. That, 
you might think, would spell the end of a career in hockey, 
where hands with speed and certainty are, for goalers, almost 
as essential as lightning reflexes. 

But Henry didn’t give up. He reported ta the Detroit camp 
of the Red -Wings, for he had played the previous season for 


F Indianapolis, a Detroit farm team. But Indianapolis already had a 


good goaler, young Hall, so the chances for Henry with his 
burped hands remaining even. in minor * pope looked slim. 

But Boston Bruins of the National League needed a goaler. 
They tried to buy Hall, but, against their own judgment, were 
talked into purchasing Sugar Jim Henry, for a moderate sum, 
The club started poorly. Boston didn’t win a game in its first 
ten. Henry's job seemed shaky. Then* the team improved, but 
near the end, seemed to have little chance to make the play-offs 
for the Stanley Cup. But near the end of the race, Bruins started 
to roll, They won or tied all but two of the last.12. And_ the 
star, the steadying influence that backgrounded the drive—that 
carried them into the finals?

go very far back, By 1850 only 
four per cent of London’s houses 
had bathrooms, and there were only 
one or two public bath-houses. The 
ich modern-type “bath-house” was 
built in 1828, hut it was not 
popular, chiefly because the water 
had to be carried by hand to the 
bath-tub. 


The bath-tub gradually evolution- 
ized British life in the” nineteenth 
century, for during the previous 
300 years people had considered 
washing and bathing to be detri- 
mental to health. 

Even Queen Elizabeth strongly 
disliked washing, but had to resort 
to strong perfume instead. Louis 
the XIV of France had but one 
bath a year, and washed his face 
less than once a montl, He too, 
was a firm believer in perfume as a 
cleanser. Marie Antoinette was 
more extravagant in the use of 
water, for she washed herself about 
once a week, 

Unbecoming! 


By modern standards people dur- 


ing those centuries were unbeliev- 


ably dirty, and only if they were 
in dire need of a bath would they 
take one. 

This attitude towards washing 
was prevalent, among all classes, 
and, if anything, the rich were 
more averse to washing than the 
poor. To have a bath was thought 
to be an unbecoming advertisement 
of uncleanliness. 

It had not always been like that, 
and the ancient Greeks and Romans, 
for instance, were very bath-con- 
scious, The Greeks had warm baths 
about 3,000 years ago, the well-to- 
do citizens having bathrooms in 
their own houses, and the poorer 
classes frequeating public baths. 


It was the Greeks who gave the 
Romans the idea of bathing, and 
by the first century A.D. the daily 
bath had become a fismly establish- 
ed habit to be taken before the 
evening meal. 

One of the best remaining ex- 
amples of a private Roman bath 
ean be seen at Chentworth Villa, in 


From excavations, we can deduce 
the comfert and luxury that 
rounded a Roman in a public bath. 
The Stabian Baths at Pompeii are 
a good example.

He didn’t like commercials. Ap- 
parently he had developed a very 
finely tuned commercial sense, be- 
cause he could tell just when an 
advertisement was about to begin 
and he could tell to the second 
when it was due to stop. In this 
way he was able to provide him- 
self with noncommercial radio and 
a good deal of no doubt valuable 
exercise writes John Allan May in 
“The Christian Science Monitér.”

When three-year-old Helga 
. Miche disappeared while playing in 
a cobbled side-street near her par- 
ents’ home in Mainz six years ago, 
the police suspected foul play. Two 
months later, the tragic corpse of 
a three-year-old child was found, 
frozen to death and unrecognizahle, 
and all the town sadly watched the 
pathetic funeral. Yet little Helga 
has just teturned to life safe and 
sound, found living happily in the 
U.S:A., adopted by an American 
couple. 

Who should claim such a child? 
The legal but make-believe parents 
who have reared and educated her 

. or the father and mother who 
had given her up for dead, living 
in a Jand and speaking a language 
she has completely forgotten?

Can you imagine yourself maroon- 
ed in the middle of the gale-swept 
North Sea, sick and helpless, in a 
tiny fishing smack? 

Such was the nightmare that 
astonished our grand-parents—the 
lone ordeal of a sixty-year-old 
Shetland woman named Betty 
Mouat who, critically ill, was being 
rushed to the mainland for urgent 
medical attention on the bitterly 
cold January 30th., of 1886. 


The Shetland smack Columbine 
was so small that it required a 
crew of Only three men. The little 
cabin had no bunk, and Betty 
Mouat wa@s made as comfortable as 
possible on sacking. 


i Swept Overboard 


An hour after sailing a heavy 
squall struck the smack, The skip- 
per and mate were swept over- 
board but the mate managed to 
grab a rope and was hauled aboard 
again by the third man. 


The two then launched a boat 
in a fruitless attempt to save the 
skipper, who vanished in the waste 
of Waters. When the two turned to 
row back to the Columbine they 
saw that the smatk also was well 
on her way to being lost. 


By sonte queer freak the gale had 
trimmed: her canvas and the vessel 
was spanking seaward as though 
stecred by an invisible helmsman. 
In the rising wind chase was im 
pogsible.

Slaughter Of Trees 


* 

A Serious Matter 

than 1% of the trees 
cut down in Toronto in the last 10 
years have been replaced, declares 
the Globe and Mail. Similar reports 
come from other Canadian citics. 
And this slaughter is not confined to 
urban centres. In villages and fields, 
and along the provincial highways 
mature trees arc being destroyed or 
mutilated in many cases with no new 
planting following. 

From both the standpoint of beauty 
and conservation this destruction is 
a scrious matter. At the present rate 
a great deal of Canada, even in those 
sections where trees grow qnickly, 
easily and naturally, will soon he 
stripped bare. There will be nothing 
to break the monotony of rows of 
buildings, telephone or power poles. 

In Europe there are severe laws 
about cutting trees. In some cases 
two new trees must be planted for 
eyery one removed. In these older 
and much more thickly populated 
countries there are far more trees 
in the cities and along the highways 
than in Canada and in farm country 
the woodlots are more numerous and 
larger. 

It takes from S0 to 100 years to 
grow a tree im Canada. It takes from 
fivé minutes to 10 minutes to cut it 
down. We're going to have to do a 
lot more planting and a lot Icss cut- 
ting if we hope to retain a proper 
balance.

Testing Fabrics 


Dr. G, E. Hilbert, of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, has de- 
veloped an apparatus that tells ex- 
actly how much warmer one cot- 
ton fabric may be than another. 
Usually the warmth of a fabric 
is rated by cetermining the differ- 
ence in energy (heat) required to 


maintain a body at constant tem- 
perature in cold air when uncov- 
ered and when covered with test 


materials. Dr. Hilbert’s apparatus 
applies the same principle, but in 
addition the. fabrics .are’ subjected 
to a wind at low temperature. 


A metal “arm” clothed in a sleeve 
of the test fabric is lowered into a 
home freezer in which a fan creates 
the necessary wind, ‘This conrbin- 
ation of wind and cold tempera- 
tures, which can be regulated as 
desired, provides a better means of 
estimating the warmth of a fabric 
woven for cold weather than is 
possible when the usual "tests are 
made in sfill cold air.
